Three projects by the town, library 
and a church will move ahead thanks 
to more than $200,000 provided by 
the federal government and Ontario 
Trillium Foundation. 

Niagara West-Glanbrook MP Dean 
Allison stood on the roof of Pelham 
town hall last week wearing a hardhat 
to announce a $160,000 Community 
Adjustment Fund grant from the Fed¬ 
eral Development Agency for South¬ 
ern Ontario. 

It will help the town pay for a 
$240,000 extension to the second 
floor of the municipal building — 
three offices, a reception area and 
conference room. 

Niagara West-Glanbrook MPP Tim 
Hudak, yesterday afternoon, listened 
to a new sound system at St. Alexan¬ 
der Catholic Church and then looked 
at a soon-to-be replaced wheelchair 
ramp at Pelham Public Library’s Font- 
hill branch when he announced two 
Trillium grants. 

Earlier this summer, St. Alexander 
received $12,400 to upgrade audio 
visual equipment for its community 
hall used by community groups and 
the church. 

In the next week, Pelham library 
patrons may see construction at the 
front of the Fonthill branch. Widening

The first tree plantings will be at 
Highway 401 and the busy intersec¬ 
tions of Highway 427 and Allan Road. 

Phase 1 this fall involves site prepa¬ 
ration. The second planting phase is 
scheduled for spring 2010. 

Hannah Mathers, senior research 
fellow at the centre, is selecting spe¬ 
cies based on growing conditions to 
promote the survivability of trees in 
highway environments. 

The trees must be resistant to 
things like winter highway salt and 
summer dry spells.
